RESPONSE TO ELECTION/RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 
In an Election/Restriction Requirement dated November 5, 2003 (Paper No. 5), the 
period for response to which extends through January 5, 2004 by the concurrently filed petition 
for a one-month extension of time and corresponding fee payment, the Examiner required 
restriction under 35 U.S.C. § 121 between Group I (claims 1-20), and Group II (claims 21-25).
